The u pper room is a sacred sy m- \ 
bol of commu nion and nearness 
to the Master. 
The commu nion of the u pper 1 
room was not, howev er, in the i 
happy ecstacy of religion.

clou d of sorrow was cast ov er 
the grou p as Jesu s spoke of his j

Nothing in this act shall prev ent any per­ 
son from administering anti-hog cholera seru m and hog 
cholera v iru s, medicinal or su rgical treatm ent to an animal 
or animals belonging to himself, nor to any animal or ani­ 
mals belonging to any other person or persons when su ch 
medicinal or su rgical treatm ent is administered withou t 
compensation.”
